The Passing Show

Poring over the Janan Trade Review, issued 
by the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce, for 
Statistics of the Japanese salmon canning in- 


dustry, I'm astounded at the variety of products 
Japan offers for export. I knew Japan’s trade 
was much more varied than shown in shops that 
sell Japanese kimonas, silkies and Cloisonne 
ware; I didn’t know they were exporting wire 
rope, automobile tires and tubes. I knew they 
were selling cheap optical goods, laboratory 
glass and mazda lamps; I didn't know they were 
exporting operating tables and operating lamps 
for hospitals, surgical instruments and hydrau- 
lic barbers chairs. 

Pyjamas, piece goods, shirts, parasols, lac- 
quered boxes, fountain pens, lamp shades, artifi- 
cial flowers, antimony ware, are familiar 
Japanese goods, but who expects exports of 
beer as far afield as Germany, where beer is 
the natural irrigator of thirsty throats. There 
they are: Yesibu Beer, Sapporo Beer, Asahi 
Beer and Union Beer from the Nippon brew- 
eries. 

Japanese oranges we know at Christmas- 
tide. On the boat this summer we started 
breakfast one morning with Japanese canned 
oranges. Very good they are, too, with each 
glice ready skinned, so as to slip easily down 
the throat. But who knows that Japan is com- 
peting with Birmingham in the supply of 
shelf hardware, making gas masks by the mil- 
lion, and exporting almost everything in 
machinery from duplicating machines to 
trucks, tank cars and passenger busses. 

There's one Japanese export that isn’t ad- 
vertised in the Japan Trade Review--the trade 
in nareotic drugs. Kobe is the great export 
centre. Anyone rash enough and unprincipled 
enough, can buy morphine for $22 an ounce and 
pit his skill against that of the men of the 


Canadian and American customs, and of the 
police forces of both nations. Handed over to 
the narcotic rings in the coast cities it brings 
a minimum of $55 an cunce. By the time the 


narcotic dealers adulterate it down and pack 
it in “bindles” of little paper packages, it is 
worth very many times $55 an ounce. 

Trial of a narcotic charge is proceeding at 
the Vancouver Assizes at the present moment, 
in which two Japfinese and an Italian are oc- 
cupants of the dock. The narcotic division of 
the R.C.M.P. is aided by an officer, Detective- 
Sergeant Henry, who speaks Japanese fluently 
and reads it readily. Part of the case against 
one of the Japanese is a conversation between 
he and his wife at the time of his arrest. While 
the couple were discussing events in Japanese 
they had no thought that it was understood 
and noted by the officer.

| The =ynn Of Biliousness SIDE GL snkoig By George Clark

Although “biliousness” is not recognized as a 
disease by medical textbooks, many patients still 
continue to go on having attacks which they de- 
scribe as due to biliousness. However, the usual 
bilious attack must be considered a symptom 
and nota sombre As I know that biliousness is 
a fairly common trouble, and 
since my readers will know 
what is meant when I use 
this term, today’s article will 
be on biliousness. 

Common symptoms arising

Dr. F. McCoy ness, blinding headache, lack 
weakness, blurred vision, a de- 
pressed or “blue” state of mind, sallowness of 
the skin, nausea, and sometimes, tenderness 
over the liver area on the right side. 

The patient may find it necessary to go to 
bed, as the pain in the head becomes much 
worse upon the slightest movement. Many 
of these patients have told me that the head- 
ache is so severe that they feel as. though they 
had been struck with a hammer. 

Curiously enough, when biliousness is pres- 
ent, it is more often a sign that something is 
wrong in the intestinal tract, than that the liver 
is at fault. Over-eating of all kinds of rich, 
heavy food by a patient already constipated is 
one of the fundamental causes of intestinal fer- 
mentation which will, in turn, produce bilious- 
ness. 

Most cases of biliousness are readily cured 
by the removal of the causes of this intestinal 
fermentation and putrefaction. The bile is com- 
posed largely of wastes and toxins which have 
been absorbed from the alimentary canal. 
When an extra amount of bile is manufactured, 
this shows that the intestines have been over- 
loaded with certain kinds of food. The liver is 
not then able to take care of the extra burden 
placed upon it and so becomes out of order 
The patient becomes bilious afd will say that 
he feels nauseated. One in this condition 
literally being made sick by bile, which, in the 
right quantity, is very necessary to good diges- 
tion. 

Another cause of biliousness is stoppage of 
the bile ducts through which the bile travels 
to the intestines, which stoppage results from 
catarrhal inflammation. When this is the cause, 
the stools will probably be very light colored 
or almost white and the skin will take on 
pronounced yellowish tinge. 

Bilious patients often experience a remark- 
able change for the better just by going on a 
diet consisting only of green vegetables, This 
diet should be continued for a few days and 
during this time the patient is to avoid meat, 
eggs, milk, and starches. Three meals made up 
of various non-starchy vegetables are used in- 
stead of the usual meals. If the patient is very 
weak and nauseated, he usually prefers the 
vegetables cooked in the form of a soup; when 
he begins to recover he will then be ready to 
use the cooked vegetables and raw salads. 

To get the best results, one or more enemas 
must be taken each day. In practically every 
case of biliousness the combination of the vege- 
table diet and the enemas will be all that is 
necessary to bring about a rapid improvement. 

After the patient has recovered from the 
attack, he must then live on a mere sensible 
diet, using a greater quantity of cooked and raw 
vegetables than before, and must secure 
sufficient exercise, and make sure that the in- 
testines are functioning rmally, These meas- 
will be all that he needs to prevent the 
return of biliousness.

QUESTION: Elizabeth writes: “I am very 
fond of all kind of fruit. As I do not want to put 
on any more weight, I would like to know which 
fruits are fattening and which are not.” 
ANSWER: Norte of the acid fruits such as 
oranges, apples, pears, grapes and so on, are fat- 
tening. However, bananas and dried fruits might 
increase your weight, depending upon how large 
a quantity was used. Sometimes avocados and 
olives are classed with the fruits and these two 
foods might cause you to add weight if you ate 
enough of them, as they contain so much oil 
Indulge your desire for the acid fruits and you 
will be in no danger of growing plumper 
QUESTION: “Pioneer” writes: “I would like 
to know more about the meaning of the disease 
referred to as ‘gravel in the bladder.’” 
ANSWER: When fine particles form in the 
bladder, they are referred to as “gravel.” The 
treatment I suggest would be similar to that 
outlined for bladder I advise that the 
patient in whom you are interested avoid foods 
containing oxalic acid. These foods are: 
pepper, spinch, rhubarb, etc

The usual trouble is in air leaks 


Ali 
enters through places that should 
be tight—around heater doors that 
do not fit, holes in the smoke pip¢ 
between the bottom of the heater 
and the floor, and elsewhere, The 
clean-out door at the bottom of the 
chimney flue may be loose; there 
may be openings through the 
mortar joints in the chimney it- 
self; or the smoke pipe may not 
be tight in its opening into the 
chimney, 

For a fire to burn properly and 
to be well regulated, the draft must 
be steady and under control; that 
is, by means of the dampers it must 
be possible for the draft to be di- 
rected either through the firebed, 
or through the check damper at the 
back.
